Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded. 

Head Constable Ghan Bahadur Khatri and Constable Khum 
Bahadur Thapa were members of a section of the Border 
Security Force which was attached to a Platoon of 18th 
Battalion, Assam Rifles, at Kamzawl in the Mizo Hills. Early 
in the morning of 10th February, 1967, an Army convoy was 
ambushed by about 50 hostile* near Pukpui on its way to 
Kamzawl. The hostile* who were well armed inflicted heavy 
casualties on the Army personnel. On hearing the gunfire, 
the Commander of the Kamzawl post with the available force, 
including the section of the Border Security Force led by 
Head Constable Khatri, rushed to the scene of the ambush 
and engaged the hostiles. The situation became extremely 
precarious as the Security Forces were greatly outnumbered. 
The Commander was wounded and the J.C.O. of the Assam 
Rifles was killed. At this stage Head Constable Ghan Bahadur 
Khatri took control of the situation and led his men in the 
counter attack on the hostiles with great courage and de- 
termination. 

In this action Constable Khum Bahadur Thapa pushed 
ahead in the face of heavy automatic fire from the hostiles 
and unmindful of his own safety charged the hostiles’ posi- 
tion. His example provided peat inspiration to the other 
members of the small force which finally succeeded in routing 
the hostiles. Constable Khum Bahadur Thapa was however 
hit bv a burst of automatic Are from Very close rang© and 
was killed. 


It was because of the courage and able leadership of Head 
Constable Ghan Bahadur Khatri and the heroism and devotion 
ro duty of Constable Khum Bahadur Thapa that the Security 
Forces were able to repulse the hostiles. 

Those awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Persident’s Police and 
Fire Services Medal and consequently carry with them the 
special allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from 
the 10th February, 1967.

Crude Oil pipe line for the Oil Dock. 

(iii) Preliminary works including Capital dredging 
relating to the Oil Dock Project.
